The 1250 Marines from the First 
Provisional 
Marine 
Brigade 
at 
Guam who landed from the USS 
Bay field at Tsingtao this month 
augment 3600 others already there 
in evacuating American nationals. 
They followed in the footsteps of 
Marines who have helped main­ 
tain order in the midst of two 
revolutions, 
the 
Sino-Japanese 
war, and countless minor rebel­ 
lions and riots during the Corps’ 
long service in the Orient. 
In all that time the Marines 
were drawn into actual field op­ 
erations in only one disorder—the 
bitter Box er Rebellion in 19 00. 
China’s long record of internal 
disorders has been m arked by fre­ 
quent waves of anti-foreign senti­ 
ment, particularly under the M an- 
chu dy nasty which preceded the 
present government. 
In 18 20 the United States opened 
trade with China, and Marines, 


wearing the leather neck guards 
of that time, were attached to the 
East India Squadron based at 
Hoag Kong. During the nex t 100 
y ears it was necessar>' to land 
Marines more than

traditional 
function of safeguarding Ameri­ 
can lives and property threatened 
on foreign soil.

Do g Wo n Silv er Star 
Five y ears ago in Sicily a dog 
named Chips, a. mongrel in the 
Army ’s K-9 Corps, won a silver 
star by capturing an enemy ma­ 
chine nest. He leaped for the gun­ 
ner’s throat, and the gunner, sud­ 
denly very white, surrendered. 
Three others then threw up their 
hands. 
Chips part husky , shep­ 
herd and collie, was wounded. A 
general recommended Chips for 
the Distinquished Service Cross 
for “courageous action in single- 
handedly eliminating a dangerous 
machinegun nest and cfiusing the 
surrender of its crew.” 
After that, the war department 
said medals couldn’t be given to 
dogs. But chips got his. They riv­ 
eted it to his collar.

They can be brought into some 
courts and triea as crim inal, as m 
the recent case of a dog named 
“Scout,” who was tried, convict­ 
ed and ex ecuted for biting people.

fore Christmas.” 
Moore’s poem, originally titled 
* * A Visit From St. Nicholas,” and 
published in 18 23, described the 
real Santa Claus as “chubby and 
plump,” with m erry dimples and 
twink ling eyes, cheek s lik e roses, 
a nose lik e a cherry and a heart 
white as snow. 
America's artists didn’t get the 
idea for years. 
As late as 18 8 1
